Tho Embargo liaised ! 

TliG Elliott Govei'inaeut aro entitled 
to groat pvaisu for tlio ciireful v.'iiy in 
wbTcli they havo biiiuUod tho liuaucml 
<|UesUon with Canada. In a Miuuto 
Of Council, dated Srcl of March, 1870, 
the Finance Miuistcr ably Kubmittod 
a Btatomeut of tho llnancial couditioa 
of the couuLry, showocl that he requir- 
ed $500,000 for present needs ami aak- 

■ ed fpr an advauco of that amount. 

The .Minister of Finance remarks 
'• 'that of the liabilities of the Province, 
■• Slat of Deceiubor last, the sum of 

■ ■$150,000 will bo duo and payable on 
the Ist July next to the Dominion, the 
sum of $aO,000 will be due and pay- 
able to bir James Douglas on the 18th 

- October, next, with interest from the 

• l^th October last at 8 per cent. , for 
tho like amount of money lent by him 
to the Govcrnmeut of British Colum- 
bia, as security for which loan, deben- 
tures to the amount of $33,750 ate 

' held by him, on condition that if tlio 
$30,000 lent by him bo not repaid 
with interest on the 18th October 
next, as before stated , these deben- 
tures for §33,750 shall be retained by 
him; the sura of $5:1,850, with inter- 
est from 2l8t October last at the rate 
of 8 per cent., will be due and payable 

' to-the Bank of British Columbia on 
' tbe lMMay next, on account of ad- 
vances made to tho Government to 
the amount of ?;52,850, as security for 
which the Bank holds debentures to 

■ ' the amount of $55,850, which deben- 

■ tiires the Bank is authorized to sell 
and realize at whatever rates they may 
obtain, on tho 1st May next, provid- 
ed the ^552,850 advanced by them to 

■ this Government be not repaid with 
interest on that day. The next two 

' items pf these liabilities, viz: $31,070 
■ and^$46,360, wore duo on tho Slat 
Pecember last to the Bank of British 
Columbia, on overdiawu current ac- 
count, payable on demand; and of 
these the first item, on Graving Dock 
account, still remains due, with inter- 
est at the rate of 8 per cent, per an- 

• num, whilst tho latter has been paid 
off since the beginning of this year. 
The last item of these liabilities, viz: 
$18,800, is duo on account of Intestate 
Estates Deposit Accounts. 

It is clear, therefore, that all these 
. liabilities set forth in this Statement 
■were either actually due on the 3l8t 
December last, or are such as must 
unavoidably bo met and satisQed in 
187G; and as tho available assets are 
shown to amount to only $18,886, 
tliere remained a balance of $310,194 
of liabilities over assets at tho com- 
metiijement of this year, to moot which 
the only means in hand were tho Brit- 
ish Columbia dobonturcs already men- 
tioned, which aro held as security by 
two creditors, and which are realis- 
able in the one case at 87^ cents, and 
in the ot'ier at whatever rates may be 
obtained on sale. The whole of the 
$300,000 of debentures authorized by 
the '"British Columbia Loan Act, 
187-1," have been issued at variouB 
times as security for temporary ad van 
cea to the Government, and have,witli 
the exception of the doboatures above 
jnentiouod, amounting' iu tho aggro- 
gate to §815,000, been received back 
into the Treasury, and, having been 
duly cancelled, cannot be ro-insuod. 

. i"" Ab to the Statement of tho Fiuanci- 
aV Position oh Ist January last, tho 

' Minister of Finance remarks that 
credit is taken therein for the sum of 
$210,000 as receivable from _ tho Do 
minion on account of Subsidy, ' that

the interest at 5 per cent, per annum 
on the adviuico of §180.150 to this 
GovernniGut by the Dominion in May 
last.

as to whidii it may be observed that as 
one of tho contracts included in this 
sum, viz: that amounting to §50, -179, 
for the construction of a cofferdam, 
has not been commenced, it is perhaps 
competant for the Government to hold 
this contract in aboyaiico if such a 
course were desirable, but in view of 
the fact that although in this exhibit 
of tho position of tho finances of tho 
Province provision must be made for 
the payment' in the; first instaiice 'at 
all events of the amounts of tliesWooDj- 
tracts on Graving Dock account from 
Gouoial Kovenue, such ijaymonta are 
to be recouped from other special 
sources to which more particular allu- 
sion will be ijresently made, and that 
it therefore does not seem advisable 
to interfere with tho progress of this 
very important work. 

Tho actual engagements entered in- 
to by tho Government of British Cul- 
umbin last year which must be mot in 
tho current year, show a balauco of 
§243,228 36 to bo provided for pay- 
ments then due or coming due in 187G 
on account of expenditures actually 
disbursed before tho 1st Janiuiry last, 
or which were contracted before that 
date to be paid within th6 year 187G. 
If to this balance be added the cost bf 
carrying on the Government of tho 
country at the same rate as last year, 
viz: §259,000, exclusive of Lands and 
Works expenditure and an estimated 
minimum sum. of $100,000 for the 
ncces-iaiy repairs and mointenanoe jof.. 
tho public buildings' ' and roa,dst 
throughout tho Province, it will' be 
found that witiiout conteinplatingf tliis 
construction of a single new work, a 
sum of §G02,228 3G must bo provided, 
for tho service of 187G, from sources, 
other than ordinary ;revenae..i:: . 

It hdb been shown that. ■ debentures 
under the British Colbmbia Loan Act, 
1874, to tho amount bf $86,600 and no 
more, are still extant; but theso deben- 
tures aro so placed that it will be 
evidently most advisable to redeem 
and cancel them, apd, the amount of , 
these extant debentures is therefpre^ 
with this view, properly included in 
tho deficit to be made up in the pre- 
sent year. 

But as under existing arrangements 
between tho Imperial and Provincial 
Governments, as also between tho 
Dominion and Provincial Governmo ts 
and tho special legishition on this sub- 
ject by Canada and British Columl)ia, 
it may bo relied upon that tho largest 
portion, if not the whole of the amount, 
viz: §129,777 86 already expended or 
coming due this year on account of 
tho Graving Dock at Esquiraalt will 
be reimbursed to tho Province, it is 
proper that the estimate of tho sum 
required to be provided to meet tiio 
liabilitiea and necessary expenses of 
the Piovince fot the year 187G, should 
be reduced proportionably, and this 
required sum may therefore be taken 
at about §500,000, but certainly at no 
less an amount. 

The Minister of Finance observes 
that tiiia sum therefore mu^t . be pro- 
vided either by means of a loan auth- 
orized by the Legislature in the com- 
ing Sesbiou, or by obtaining advances 
from the Government of Canada, under 
the provisions uf Sec. 2, Chap. 17, 
37th Vic, of the Statutes of Canada, 
and of Sec. 2 of Act No. 4,1875 of tlio 
Statutes of British Columbia; and as 
it would bo clearly most convenient 
and advantageous to the interests of 
tho Province that tho required funds 
should bo obtained from tho latter 
source, ho rocommendH that applica- 
tion be at onoe made to the Dominion 
Government for advances to tho 
aggregate amount of §500,000 to be 
paid to the order of this Government 
in such sums and at such times as aro 
requisite to meet the several liabilities 
above stated, as they become due and 
payable. 

The Committee of Council expect to 
take occasion to submit for Your Ex- 
cellency's consideration certain ooomo- 
mies by which the cost of tho public 
service may bo reduced without im- 
pairing its ellicioncy, yet they cannot 
hope that such reduction can be so 
considerable in amount us to material- 
ly afl'ect tho actual deficit for tho cui-- 
rent year, nor do tliey consider that it 
would be desirable in tho present con- 
dition of , the Province to inoreaap the 
aggregate amount of local taxation to 
such an extent as woul^.. produce such 
a result, Their aim, however, will bo 
to ofi'or such advice as may secure 
that the current expenses of tho Pro- 
vince shall not exceed the ordinary 
revenue. ' ^ . ,i • 

They would not su^gesf.to Tour Ex- 
cellency to aslc from the Dominion ad- 
vhiilceB under tho Statute of Canada 
above referred to by tho Minister of 
Financo for prospective oxpondituro 
upon public works, unless such works 
were either absolutely n^c,ee|8pry or of 
a character giving full assurance of 
-apeedy and amply profitable return; 
yet they cannot hesitato to advise that 
the sum shown by the Minister of Fi- 
nanco to bo absolutely requisite to 
reliovG tho Province of the liabilities 
and Gmbarrassments resulting from 
expenditures" on public works 
alre^'.dy incurred or now accruing, 
should" bo at once applied for 
hoax Canada; for it in evident that this 



suiii in'a^ ti6'' pblaiiletf liiore 'kdvaiit^ 
geously to this Province from that 
source, than by borrowing' money 
under authority of an Act of tho 
Le^i^latairo, which is tho only alter- 
native' recourse. Nor can the Com- 
mittee doubt that the Government of 
Canada will readily grant such ap- 
plication, as by its so doing this Pro- 
vince can be provided with the moans 
of discharging its liabilities without 
teny4n6qiiyeni6ili!e,' a burden as it 
reeifis To 'iU^ 'CBWiiiittoe, being impos- 
ed on the Canadian Exchequer, and 
on terms mateiially more advantage- 
ous to the financial interests p^, British 
Columbia than she can expeot'.io .,pl!)« 
tain under a Loan Act. 

The Committee therefore advise 
YoUr'Excellenoy to apply to the Goy- 
ernniout of Canada for an advance ' of 
§500,000 for tho pai-iposes and on the 
conditions before sptcilied by the 
IMini.ster of Financo. ^ * *

dinary obligation incuirod by hou. 
gentlemen' opposite, in defiance of 
their' earneiat piJd.Walatioaa, starinn^ 
them in the face. From that day to 
to this their endeavour had been to 
go as far as it was possible for them to 
go, having regard to tho resources of 
tho country, and to carry out tho 
solemn obligations to which tho for; 
mcr Government had committed the 
country. They had endeavoured' to do 
this in the face of the most violent op- 
position that was perhaps ever ofVered 
to any Government, by tho very par- 
ties who originally created the obliga- 
tions, and. caused all the trouble and 
exi^enBe to which the. country had 
since been put. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
xould not say he had been much sur 
prised at that, though somewhat dilTur- 
ent treatinont might have been accor- 
ded to a Govern ment which caine iuto 
oiSco with such difficulties staring it 
in the face. They had felt that tho 
honour and good faith of the count ry- 
required tbo Admini-stratiou and Par- 
liament to do everytl'.itig tliat was 
reasonable and in their power to carry 
out,if not the entire obligation, such 
parts of it seemed to be in our pow- 
er and most conductive to the wclfaro 
of the whole Dominion, an well as to 
satisfy tho reasonable iiion in tlio Pro- 
vince of British Co'uiubia which had 
fancied itself cnftitlod to comphiiu of 
any want of apiiareiit good 
faith in carrying out these obhgations. 
In endeavouring to iiccoiniilish this re- 
sult, they had had several dillicultios 
to contend with. He had called the 
attention of hou. members from Brit- 
ish Columbia in the first session of 
this Parliament to the .ptter impossi- 
bility which existed in the way of Vom- 
moncing active works of coiistrncf ion. 
This Government had su(M'(;( ilcd lo 
rflico some live or six. monllis aft(;r tho 
time had elapseil within whicdi the 
Government of Canada were bound 
by the terms. of union to commence 
the construction of tlie Pacili Railway 
and yet at that time they found tliat 
the surveys in no part of the territory, 
from Lake Nipissing to tho Pacilic, 
were in such a state as would justify 
them in taking any steps whatever to- 
wards- placing any part of tiio lino nn- 
nfiir cbntraiSt. Ho had believed, and 
had so expressed himself at all times, 
that it would bo a fatal mistake to do 
what tho lato government had dono: 
give tlio contraotito a'jn6p.i8pe<}t(lji(ti,»fj6, 
company, who never intended to invest 
one dollar of tlioir moans in it, but 
merely to use it as a stock-jobbing un- 
dertaking without much reiereiicc to 
tho iiltimato operations to bo carried 
out. He believed, and had o-x^jressod 
himself, and J^arliament had support- 
ed hiiii !& that expression of opinion, 
that they were bound first to obtain a 
thorough (iploiation of tho country, 
and also, if possible, an instrnmi ntal 
survey of tho lino which had to bo tra- 
versed by this long railway. So far 
as the work itself was • conoern^d; he 
been an advocate for the rijon- 
struction, of a railway across the con- 
tinent. Ho iiad never believed that 
it WDB within our Tiioans to do it in 
anything like tho timt, t„ wiiich gon- 
tlomon opposite had bctuid Parlia- 
nieutand t'io counfci-y. He -.boUeyod 
that was an act of madness^ an' act , of 
insanity; au iustftoce of politioal j in-- 
capacity ((jheerfl) 'wljiob M^ np pafr, 



allol in this or any other country 
that he was aware of. Under the cir- 
cums^auqes they ba^ to face the diffi- 
ouTtJos "wmoh" hSa'feeeri' "plaSisH " upon 
them by the preceding Administrati'^'i • 
Ho had found that while thf^ was 
comparatively little diffonJiy in ascer- 
taining tho probab<^ (Shafaoterof the 
country, say ftom" tile Iiake of the 
Woods V>^S1^*'^4 . to the Rocky Moun- 
tainS.ftfleie' ifas a work of Herculean 
..ui.gnitudo in ascertaining the exact 
character of tho country through Brit - 
ish Columbia.and from the Lake of the 
Woods' to Lake Nipiadflg.';^' ,;He had 
stated iii bis speeches in the country, 
and ill tho first sessioQ when ho had 
tlio honour of leading Parliament, 
that for the present they should aban- 
don the construction of the road from 
tho western end of Lake Superior to 
Lake Nipissing — ^not that it should bo 
entirely given up, but, for the present, 
it was a part of the line altogether un-^ 
necessary to be constructed, aud that 
in tho meantime thoy would use tho 
water stretches which providence had 
so munificently given us, as far as pos- 
sible— in the first place, the lakes on 
east, as a jjormarent high way, perhaps, 
for many years, to reach the western 
end of Lake Superior, and afterwards 
tiio smaller patches of water in the in- 
terior of tiio continent whore they 
might lie in tho way of the ultimate 
road,- and-might furnish a complete 
-lind'of travel; so far as they could bo 
used for the purpose pending the com- 
pletion of a railway all through the 
country. Ho was aware that there 
liad been a great deal of misrepre- 
sentation concerning the stat«>ments 
of t,be.!GloTerpme;Dt as^rto the use of 
these water 'str'etcbe'a." 'tt had been 
stated over and over again, that they 
were buildiuir a link of railway here 
and there without any reference to 
tlie nhiniate continuation of the line, 
or the distance to bo traversed between 
one point and another, which would 
ultimately be leading places in tho 
railway when it was complete, if it 
rver were completed in our day. 
British Columbia liad felt itself 
pecuniarily interested, more, perhaps, 
than any other Province, and the 
Columbians were inoUued toiloo^upon 
tho terms of union more as a contract 
to build the railway within a given 
time than as a measure for the benefit 
of the whole Dominion.. He need apt 
further refer to the policy- of the Govern-' 
ment which wos fully explained in thepa- 
()ors which had been recently brought 
down to Pariiamout. Ho had to refer to 
the dilliculties encountered in making 
these. Surveys. During the time that 
had expired from tho initiation of the 
project to. tho present time, there' had' 
been expendeil in surveys the -'follow-, 
iiig sums: — From tho beginning to 
June aUih, 1872, $191,125; from June 
:ii!th, 1872, to Juno 30tu, 1873, 
i)('>7; from June, 1873, io June, 1874, 
SI ',)',), 15(1; from June, 1874 to June, 
1S75, !?'21)U,87;5; and for . ho following 
half year, $24U,7G9. These were the 
expenditures oast of tho Eocky I\roun- 
taiiis, amounting altogether to !?1,27G,- 
8U2. During the same period there 
was expended in British Columbia to 
June 30Dh, 1872, $295,302s in 18/2-73 
$21,''), 8:10; in 1873-74, ?111.0G8; in 
1871-75, §193, (10(); and during tlie last 
ii.'df of 1875, §204, 137, making an on 
tire expenditure west of the Rocky 
Mountains of $1,010,015; so that tho 
survey of' the 600 or TOO tnilMiwdst of 
thtf rocky mountains coBt 'within. a 
quarter of a million of ' thiis - entiro 
amount expended from the Rocky 
Mountains to Lake Nipissing. Tho 
total expenditure in conducting tho 
surveys was $2,28G,907. He would 
observe in the first place that when ho 
first had to give his personal attention 
to this, it appeared to be all but set- 
tled that tho Jasper House pas." ' was 
tbo one by which they would pass the 
llocky Mountain range, and that any 
road that was likely to bo built would 
reach the pass known as tho Teto 
Jauno Cache, but that they would di- 
verge southward to the north Thomp- 
son and follow that line down to the 
Frasor River, which thoy would fol- 
low lo tho Big Bend, whence thoy 
would seek an outlet at Bute Inlet or

It was supposed that a^diredt'dub from 
TJot^ Jfttine O'&oWvrohilS-^^^ioaffiin . 



ed tho fact that in the particular lino 
there wore mountains about 9,000 foot 
high, with enormous glaciers, diflicul- 
tios which made it impossible to seek 
an outlet in thatdireotj.pm^gQ^^ibey 
Iwere then driven to rnake' a earlfal' ex- 
amination of the Fraser Valley, which 
could hardly be called a valley in the 
ordinary sense. There was a water- 
shed of the Eraser, with numerous 
rivers running into it, but tho valley 
itself was rather a gorge or cloft in 
the plateau which constituted British 
Columbia. The xoute by tho Frasor 
River proved to bo the most expensive 
by which to reach the ocean; but this 
had to bo said in its fpvonrj .thk f^ove 
favourable grades cbul'd be undoubt- 
edly obtained by taking that cleft,, and 
following it down to tho soa, than' by 
the other routes. Enormous tunnel- 
ling would have to bo dono and other 
oxponsiy^e. works such as high , walls 
woujl^l j^vje ^to, be, un'^^rt^TijBn,! , jq .the 
Goye]5nmenti, thougb ■with' reluctance, 
wero driven to seek a more favourable 
route. Tho routo from tbo Toto 
Jaune Cache, following tho Frascr 
River down to Fort George, a dis- 
tance of about two hundred miles, 
proved to ho singularly favorablo oo iiir 
as getting a comparatively eaay gradient 
was boneerned, while the work would not 
be eioeHsit^ly Heavy, ' I'rom Fort Goorgo 
several routes .were possible. One was to 
follow op:)the Stewart Rivor, which liow^ 
ed alm^Qstt^e e^st iuto tho Eraser, and 
reach the Uiiper Branch ot tho Oardnor 
lulot, at tho iiioutli <ji' a .small rivor called 
the Kiimami. Xhin was BUrvoyod in a 
tompornry »vay. Tlioru was nn explora- 
tory survey, with, to n curtain extent, an 
instruineutid survey. This wua a very 
8l^ol■^ route, und reached a part of tho 
ocoftD whibb, fot' all eastern, or, as vip 
might, call it, wesfefn trnde, would, no 
doubt, giro tho shortest lino liy the oooan, 
while it was somewhat sliortor than any 
other by land, but tho dilliculty of ob- 
taining nn easy gradient to tho ocean 
through tho last low milea proved almost 
iuBuperablo though not iinposaiblo, It 
was perhaps quite possiblo, and was to 
bo examined in order to satisfy tho Govt 
ornniout more Jully of tho character of 
tho rocky range' on"'tlio s6a coast at that 
point. Tho Government had always 
bomb this in mind in making tho explor- 
atory aurvoys, that oven if thoy turned 
out ultimately to bo comparatively use- 
less for railway purposes, they gave us a 
Bomowhat intimate knowledge, not mere- 
ly of tho topography of tho country hut 
of its agricultural resources, its mining 
wealth, tho choraoler of its rocks, and of 
its fauna and botany, and this knowledgo 
would ultimately bo of oou.siderahlo ser- 
vioo to British (Jolumbia as a Province 
aad tbrough it to the Dominion as a 
whole. Another route followed Stewart 
River and diverged southward, roaohing 
tho south branch of Gardner Inlet by tho 
valley of a small river called tho Killow. 
That routo had already boon partially ex- 
amined, but the information at present in 
tho hands of tho Govoriiniont was not 
such as to enable tho Government to ar- 
rive at a conclusion as to tho charac- 
ter of the liDO which might bo ob- 
tained. <TUe nepct route was one which 
fbllowed the Oililicoatin River, after cros- 
sing Fraser River bidow Fort Goorgo, 
afterwards reaching Black Water Rivor, 
passing to tho head waters of that rivor 
and onwards to tho north branch of Doan 
Channel. This, according to prosont ex- 
plorations, was shown to bo a most fav- 
oprablf ' route for reapbiog the ocean 
from Fort George westward. The other 
route, tbo surveys of which wero com- 
pleted last year, excepting sixty or seven- 
ty miles regarding whieli tho Goveriunont 
obtained soino information shortly after 
Parliament had prorogued last session, 
was.by'tha valley of tho fiomathoo River 
to Bate . ,f nlet. Thirty , or forty miloa 
from Bute Inl'el the " river divides into 
two branches. By the routo along tho 
west branch tho most favourable grade 
was 15 foot to one milo for a distance of 
15 or 10 uiiles.Y witbj,a cgnqiderable 
amount of tuDnelling. .^hif ri^?^ passes 
through a narrow gorge, and was com- 
paratively amalli but' there are in some 
places enormous canyons to be encounter- 
ed, with rock hundreds of feet above the 
water, and perfectly jjrecipitous. It was 
thought desirable to advance tho work of 
this survey during tho year, and also to 
make an iiistruuental survey. This had 
rip^ljeeh completed, «nd a tolerably fair 
ronte .bad' been been fo'iind by the oast 
branoh of that river, tho highest grade 
being 104 feet to a mile, and that for two 
or three milcB les.^ di.stance than by the 
west branch route, with also tho advan- 
tage that there was a rest for three quar- 
ters of a milo of tho long stoep grade. A 
d.Uitance . of 70 miles requirqd to bo 
Ui^j^ye'raed .''before' ,th'e • summit Blevel is 
reocheiEl,' wliioh has an altitude of about 
3,460 feet, and a point wlioro the lino 
would touch Stewart River, two miles 
west of Fort George. Tho lino was 
favourable, tliougli a consideral)lo detour 
had to bo made to avoid Horao of tho hills 
which rose in tho middle of tho plateau. 
The lowest level reaohod in any place 
was about 2,800 feet above tho level' of 
tho soa.and the highest point passed over 
between summit level and Fort George 
was 15,750 feet. This was sujjposed last 
year to bo tho most favourable route that 
could bo obtained. In some respects it 
was tiio most fovourablo route. Passing 
through Kumsquat Valley it (raversed 
the same lino for 70 or SU miles from 
Frcim Goorge; then it tends directly west 
WiirdTfom the Inlet routo, and afterivards 
descends by a tolerably easy grade to tho 
sea ot Dean Inlet. Tho higliost gi-ado by 
tho Bute Inlet routo was 101 feet to tho 
mile. There was also a loss diatanco to 
traverse with liiglier grades than on Bute 
Inlet routo, but tbo distance was 50 milos 
longer. Hg rpferred to these ^operations 
in detail beoatlf^thp^ ba4.'a'nip|il mater- 
ial bearing on the building of a Pacific 
railroad, and its ultimate use to Coluraljia 
and to tho Dominion. Tliero was this 
difficulty to bo roniembored in comparing 
Bute Inlet and Dean Inlet route — tho 
former strnok Vancouver Island about 
the middle, while the latter was at the 
extreme north end of tho Island, and 
traversed a portion of Oolumbia little 
Bottlod if settlod nt all, except where tho 
route passes do wn tho Frasor River in 
tho neighborhood o^ tho gold mines of 
the Cariboo district. The Government 
thought it advisable last spring to send 
out a Dominion geological officer and a 
party to make an examinotion of tho 
country in various parts of British Co- 
lumbia. That ofTicer was also directed 
to make an exploration of a pasu known 
to oxint but of which very little informa- 
tion aou}4. be obtained, except some .^n- 



quouco from Indian tribes. This was 
known as Pine River Pass, which cr.ossod^ 
or was sujjposed to oroBS, Ihp /'Roo^ 
Mountain r.iuRo GO or 70 miles 'south of 
tho great bond of Peace Rivor, where it 
passes through tho mountains. Au\ex- 
amiuation developed tho fact that at thisi 
particular i)oint the Rooky Mountains; 
practically disappear,' and .while, the 
country is, somewhat rbugbj with ' dtidu- 
lating hills, there are no mountains prop- 
erly so-called, tho -highest bill which 
was examined being only 1,900 feet above 
tho level of Pino River, "while that river 
at this jdaeo was probably l,()Ol) or 1,800 
above. tho level of the sea. -This party 
examined tho pnss, and also a portion of 
the Peace Xiivor country. -,. Ho. referred 
to tho matter for this reas.on, . The at- 
tention of'tho'Chiof Engliiedr Wfts direot-' 
ed to that part of ' the oonntry soiue years 
'ai;b,'and the information whioli had. been 
obtained was as much os could be ohLuiu- 
tained by more exploratory surveys, un- 
less it was thought desirable, in the 
interest of tho country, that an elaborate 
instrumental survey .should l)o mado. Of 
course, as tho line proceeded to tho north 
tho routo bocamo shorter. It was eon- 
nidorod by many persons' (who.'had aa ;iu- 
tiraato acquaintance With the country 
that tho true lino for the Pacilic Riulway 
would bo to cross the North Saskatchew- 
an aud proceed north to Beaver River, 
pass tho Lesser Slave Lake, Crossing 
Smoky Rivor twenty or' fifty miles from 
its junction with Peace RiverjUnd pissing 
on toPine Birer Pass) and 'tbeoi .descend 
almost due Boutb by Like Jtleljiiod tinil 
by the Boutborn tributary of l^-aco Rivor 
and thence down to Foi t tb,';)r;j;e. Fori 
George Boemed to bo the objective point 
of all lines convergiii.f-j on th<! ra.'it. Tho 
lino by this route it was supposed would 
traverse the agricultural land of tlio 
North-west, and was quite as short ai 
tliat which bad been adopted so far by 
Jasper House Pass, with tho addition.'! 
advantage that it would cross, the. Rooky ' 
Mountain range— though ' really tliero 
'were no mountains at that point— at a less 
elovation than oven by the Ja;ip(!r J lonse 
Pass. But this routo was open td tbo 
objootion that if the Governmeni was t'> 
decide on surveying that country it would 
bo praotioallyi.upstponing tho cou.struc- 
tioa of .the, r jad for some timo longer 
than Svtis necessary by adopting some of 
tlio routes which had been already exam 
ined. If British Columbia wero to act 
like a acnsiljle nation in re^'avil to tbe 
obligations assumed by tho Doiuiuiou at 
tbe time of its union with the other Prov- 
inces, that would ,bo. the-, policy which, 
any Adminiatr^tiog^^wpnld ..^ndeijgdr {tp 
carry out.Tb'nt iri v^ew ' of tlib" irritation 
felt in British Columbia it was doubtful 
whether it could bo pur.sned under tho 
circnmstancos. Assuming, therefore, for 
the moment — and it was assunnng almost 
a certainty— that tho Jasper House Pass 
would be the. crossing point in the Rooky 
Mountai(iSi-the liue waa.^novf. tolerablyj 
clearly defined froih east to"' west, . ^ 
After describing the , rcyji^te j^elooted 
east of ths Rocky Mountains" the"., hoiil 
goutloman continued:—

PIUVILEQE. 

Dr. Aah rose to a quastion of privilege 
;i..'i!ari8ing cut of^'flia prdiieodin'^ of the 
' Hospital Committeo of tie House which 

Lad been denied acce.ss to certain uapora 
in tbo hands of the Provincial Secretary 
unless the cousout of the Government had 
been first obtained. 

Hon, Mr. Elliott s.iid that 2 days ago 
the Assistant Provincial Secretary inform- 
ed him tbitt iie'tiad t'eoalveia it note^t iVt 
o'clock req^uesting that certain doonmenta 
*„ji;«b8 handed the Comiuittoe at 2 o'clock 
the same afternoon. (A laugh). Ho (Mr. 
Elliott) thought that vast inconvenience 
might result to the Government if the 
offices wore to be cleared of documents at 
a moment's notice. He did not know 
what might be the character of the answer 
- returned by the ollicor in question. 

Mr. "Wolkem said that papers and per- 
sons must bo produced in answer to the 
bidding of a committee of the House, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott replied that ho was 
not aware of the contents of the reply or 
,whether the officer had been properly ap- 
'■ plied to. Perhaps u notice of motion 
would meet the ciiae. 

Dr. Ash said the point ho wanted to 
have settled was if a committee had the 
power to demand the production of pur 
sons and papor.s. 

Jlr. Fisher said that during the reign 
'J 'O of the late Government the Committee of 
' Putlic Aooonnta wanted certain papers 
which co'nld not bo obtained from the 
Government till a resolution of the 
' House had boon obtained. 

Mr. Speaker said no doubt the Govern- 
ment wished to facilitate committee-work; 
but could not be rcqaixed to produce 
' oiiginal documents. 

Mr. Smithe pointed out from May that 
a resolution of the Houfo was necessary 
before a Select Conimittoe could be hand- 
ed papers by the Government. 

^ Tllli GOVEBKMENT POIilOY. 

'•'^ Hon. Mr. EUiptt hare rose andprooeod- 
ed to propound the policy of the Govern- 
ment. Ho said thiit ho would simply 
outline the iBoasuroa proposed. Unfortu- 
nately, when this Govermuciit took of- 
fice they practically found not a dollar 
in the treasury; wor.so than that, debts 
had accumulated to the amount of some- 
thing lik|q 8500,000. The Government,

"exoeefl one-half of one-per— cent. They 
would also propose a School Tax of three 
dollars per head on every male 
adult above eighteen years of ago. 
Tho Wild Land Tax would bo increased 
to 5 cents per acre. At the request of 
merchants and minors of Cassiar tho road 
to Oassiar would be rebuilt and put in 
perf<9,ot order and a to}l of pae^ oenj^ per 
lb. would be levied on" all" j^b'oda "going 
over tho trail. Fifteen or 16 years ago 
merchants, packers and minerj petitioned 
Sir James Douglas to open a wagon road 
into the mines. Tho road was made and 
a toll was placed on goods passing over 
the road. In a short time freight tor tho 
mines that nsed to average 25 to 35 cents 
a lb. cameridown to 7 and 8. cents a lb. 
Four years ago the Legislature abolished 
those road toUd entirely j but if at that 
time they had remitted one-half the tolls 
tho people of tho interior would have 
been more' than satisfied. It was always 
unpopular to go back to a ta.t; but when 
convinced of the eijuity of a tax a Govern- 
ment should not flinch from imposing it. 
(Hear.) The Government proposed to 
impose a taxco£:one.oent per lb. on goods 
crossing Alexandra Bridge in the direo- 
tion of tho mines; goods coming down 
would be free. (Hear.) Au act would 'oo 
brought down to abolish the road tax, 
and also the existing wild land tux. 
Spence's Bridge, where a toll of one-third 
of a cent was oolleoted, would bo made 
free and tho collector would bo removed 
to the suspension bridge. In Muuicipal- 
itios whore money had boon borrowed on 
improvements the power would bo given 
to impose a road tax of ^'i per head — that 
would bo voluntary, however, on tho part 
of tho Miiuicipalitios. A pernicious sys- 
tem of allowing commercial travelers to 
come in conflict with and undursol estab- 
lished merchants doing a legal trade in 
the Province would be remedied by a bill 
to provide for a speeial tax on that olass. 
In the existing state of affairs tho Govern- 
mpnt would not introduce logislation for 
interfering with the CJounty Courts this 
session. (Hoar.) In the matter of educa 
tion the Government, notwithstanding 
tho smallness of the funds, would - not 
allow the present system to be in any 
way damaged, but would improvo it in 
every possible way. (Cheers.) In the 
matter of tho drydock all that the Gov- 
ernment could do to hasten the comple- 
tion of tbo work would bo done, and tlio 
first step had been already taken. (Hoar.) 
The Government would introduce a Mu- 
nicipality Amentment Act for the City of 
Victoria and hoped to have prepared a' 
genera] Municipalities Amendment Act 
by next session. In tho pre))aration of 
the Estimates tho espouses of Government 
would be cut down to as low a iiguro as 
possible; but there would be no reduction 
of salaries. [Hear, hear, from Mr. Wal- 
kem,] Tho country might rest satisfied 
that work would be provideil for ollicors. 
An Act would bo introduced rospooting 
theassignment .of debts iiud insurance 
policies. Many of the hon, members 
ought to be now on the way to their 
homos; but he hoped that neither public 
nor private disadvantage would result 
from tho delay in legislation that had oc- 
curred. Correspondence on the raihvi^y 
would bo laid before the House. A Min- 
ute of Council of the Dominion Govern- 
ment in reply to the membrial' of tho 
House to the Queen had been reoeiveu a 
week later by tho Government than it had 
been received by ono of the uowspapurs, 
A tolegram from Lord Carnarvon would 
be found among the papers laid before 
the House to day. Ho was sorry he could 
not congratulate the House on tho con- 
tents of the Minute of ObuHoil; but ho 
hoped that as a result of the oorroapon- 
denco now going on between the Colonial 
Office and the Ottawa Government that 
the latter would consent to keep faith 
with this country and redeem her pledges. 
(Cheors.) Mr. Elliott concluded by ex- 
pressing regr. t that delay bad been caus- 
ed throQgh bis iUoess,.. and, adfle^d that 
this Government or House oould not take 
cognizance of the Minuto of Council ex- 
cept through Lord Carnarvon. 

The hon. Premier concluded his able 
address amidst loud cheering, 

THE OPPOSITION WAIL,. 

Mr. Walkem whilst qpngratulating the 
Premier on the recovery of his health re- 
gretted that could do so in nothing else. 
His speecli labored throughout witli taxa- 
tion, and he was apparently forgotfiil that 
tho debt of England was tho Kreiitost bul- 
wark of her strength. Ho (Mr. Walkem) 
denied that the credit of this Province 
had over been at a disadvantage and quot- 
ed tho instance of the indebtedness of tho 
City of Victoria as evidence why this 
large Province should not ho .ilarmod at 
adebt of morelyrfomo SCGOTiOO! It should, 
ho argued, bo borne in mind that tho in- 
dobebtedness of a country for 
roads, stimulated population. "With re- 
ference to taxation he iutondod to adhere 
to the poliey he;bad introdaoed wheu in 
office and as to the debt of the country he 
felt that it showed tho credit of the coun- 
try was good and snatuinod. He con- 
demned tho hardihood of tbo Premier iu 
stating that the Government hud on the 
3rd day of March applied to Canada for a 
loan of $500,000, iu face of the adverse 
vote oast hy hon. members on the policy 
of the late Government, on the 25th of 
January last. It required considerable 
t)c)ldiit'ss to announce ono day that thoy 
were against dealing with the enemy of 
tho country and the next day to bo sock- 
ing comfort at their hands. Ho could 
scarcely regard the borrowing policy of 
the Qovernmeut as other than .aaaot of 
defiance to the vote of tho House which 
turned him (Mr. Walkem) out of office. 
Ho wouKl not bo at all surprisod after 
this uulioard of boldness to moo tho Gov- 
oi-niii(!iit litoriilly (Mit tlio resolution word 
for word. Ho was sorry suoli a policy 
had been resorted to beoauso ho biilioved 
that ho would in many matters give tho 
Govornmont his support. He could only 
wonder that the Government had said a 
single word about tho minuto which ask- 
ed for the §500,000. Had ho (Mr. Wal- 
kem) continucil iu ofllco he would not 
have resorted to taxation, he would not 
piled up on the backs of tho miner that 
which had only just been taken oiT. It 
was nonaonao to say that any ono but the 
consumer really paid tho tax, and so it 
was that tbe.mmer would have to pay §20 
extra per ton for supplies; and had 
thi- taxes remained tho sanio as four years 
ago Cariboo wouhl have been do.surted. 
Ho characterize;! it as unfair to make ono 
portion alone of tho community pay for 
the use of a road which was very useful 
to merchants of Victoria and tho lower 
country. The abolition of the ''toll four 
years ago had resulted Very beneficially 
for tho miners in Cariboo, and it was his 
intention to most strenuously oppoHO its 
being placed on again. He would mako tho 
same objection to tho taxing of goods 
passing over a Cassiar trail as he believed 
it would prevent many miners from pasa- 
f ing into tbo gold distrioti Tho mine? he 



asked to have a toll plaaud on the trailj 
Tho real estate tax ho would also oppose 
on tho grounds that ho would have to ad- 
here to his former policy which declarec^ 
against becoming a banking ostablish- 
mont for Cn",adft, With regard to the 
County Ooui'/S he believed that the Gov- 
ernment had taken the right course, and 
ho was also pleased to learn that the edu- 
cational system of 1871 would be main- 
tained and its abuses romoved., Ho ^ijc-j- 
pressed Kstonisliment at the Qovei'nment 
taking hold of tho Victoria Municipality 
Bill which he regarded as a private bill 
and ono to bo introduced by a private 
member. He was glad i hear that the sal- 
aries of ollioiala were not to be . r.eijuoed, 
and' be was also nloased thatii^tbe^r^r-T^ere 
any officials not requiredfjitbo iC^oiern;-. 
ment wore going to deal with the matter 
boldly, but ho hoped that there was no 
truth in the rumor afloat that the Govern- 
ment iut' ided to remove a number of 
officials for others more favored, 

Tho hon, Mr. Elliott — Wo shall 
not follow any bad examples. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Walkem— I hope you will set good 
ones. Taking the fiolioy of taxation into 
consideration he regarded it as a mia- 
oliiovous ono from beginning to end as 
the country was not in that position of 
wealth to stand it yet. He agreed with 
the hon. tho Premier that it would Je 
wrong to meddle with the Bailway matter 
until spdh timie as the linpiat'jal 0overn 
meht had taken some action therein. Ho 
regretted tliat tho late Oovornment bad 
nut been allowed to retain office until it 
had matured its financial policy with Ca- 
nada, and inferred that tho Opposition 
would continue to demand tho rights so 
deemed by the late Govornment,Ho again 
expreBsed himself as surprised that the 
Government" should so soon have changed 
their mind with regard to borrowing 
from Canada as Mr. Mackenzie would 
naturally s.aj' in tho face of their last vote 
that ho had tho country bound iu iron 
chains. Ho could understand that hon. 
Ministers felt somewhat hampered, as the 
introduction of taxation was always a dis- 
tasteful matter to the people; but it was 
not necessary now unless th^ jlouae 
meant to say we.do no.inteiid tg,' 4ema^,d 
that Canada ahall carry out her obligii- 
tions. Ho characterized Canada's action 
towards the lato Government on matters 
of finance in harsh language, and regret- 
ted that ho when in power had been led 
OQ iiud deceived by the promises of mon 
ho had believed to be gentlernen of honor 
and intel'rityV"^' A'ftBt fSrthor POTieSving in 
terms of condemnation the Government 
policy for not stating what public works 
worn to bo oxpectod during tho year, and 
di'uonncingthe upper country toll and the 
taxation scheme respumed hia seat amidst 
some trifling applause: 

Mr. Fisher characterized tho speech of 
the leader of tho Opposition as most ex- 
traordinary. Taxation, ho agreed, was 
an onerous thing; but when we wore ex- 
pected to carry on public works and 
when workingmen wore knocking at tho 
door for their pay, it would bo a "glori- 
ous" thing to toll them to go home — 
there was neither work nor pay for them. 
The policy propounded by tho Premier 
was the first policy worthy of the 
name that had been enunciated in this 
House since Confederation. (Hear.) How 
could money be borrowed by men or 
Govcriunoiit without security? The late 
Govoruineut had not only squandered 
money, they had borrowed money at an 
illegal-rate of interest and paid-a favorite 
and a friend 2 per cent, commission for 
getting it (chiiers.) 

Dr. Ash — What is before tho House? 

Mr. Fisher — The policy of the Govern- 
ment (cheers) . , . . . ' 

Dr. Asb oalled the hon. gentleman to 
order. 

The Speaker — He is in order. 

Mr. Fisher would like tho hon. gentle- 
man to teach him how he was to make a 
speech (laughter).
